_ this for the pirates very satisfaotory atrange- 
ment one of ihe junke seems to biave rebelled, 
and to have offered a much ‘smaller. suit, 
namely two dolara for the spring. season !

Ts would appear’ that’ His Excellency the 
French. Minister. has aot bad to wait long 
for the dénoviament ‘of bie policy, He went 
to Lientsin ‘with seni, vidi, vict on his. lips, 
and it ia even surmised that he despatched o 
‘prefatory teligram to Paris to assure. his 
Governwent ofa complete victory over Lr 
Hona-cwana, to whom he had been referred 
by the ‘evasive ters of the. Taung-li 
Yamen. The French,-it was aupposed, know 
their Lz Huna-cwana, and the accomplished 
ainologue was master of the situation. The 
Minister, however, seems to have been eome- 
what over confident, for his. aggressive 
‘attitude and confident demeannur forearmed | 
his antagonist, so that in their first, peryonal 
encounter’ the Minister was discomfited at’ 
all points,.and after » campaign of « fort. 
night.or more he returned to Peking nob 
only. empty banded, but stripped of the last 
rag of dignity. Ae cannot even say ull is 
lost save honour, because honour was the 
very firet sacrifice that had to be made and 
the reault shews it hug.been made 2n vain, 

‘Te tho diplomatic de‘eat of M. Lumaure 
‘at. Tiontsin ‘concerned the French alone wé 
might; well leave the untortunute Minister 
to the judgment of his own countrymen and 
the discipline of his own Government.
